Preparatory work for harvesting has been completed by all POSs 
(Panetwowe Gospodarstwa Rolne, State Farms). In this year's harvest the 
PGRa will use modern harvester -thresher cxnbinee supplied by the USSR In 
accordance with the trade pact. This is the first time that coniblneB will 
he used in Poland. 

The PCSs are well equipped with tlireshing machines, many of which have 
been received from the USSR and Czechoslovakia. The dally output of all 
threshing machines amounts to 30,000 tons of grain. The PGBa also have 
1,600 road locomotives, 1,100 internal combustion engines, a large number 
of electric motors, and neax ly 75O tractors. The PGE harvest for I949 is 
expected to he 15 percent greater than In 1948 because of an Increase In 
cultivated area.
